ttlLABOK IS HUNOBABLK. 


Grand Master Powderly, of 
the 


Knights of Labor, says that workingmen 
should join the Hat of th* world iu 
reading good newspapers,1 and if tbey 
would do so, there wonld not be half 
(be trouble that there is between labor 
and capital. 


This it good talk says the Alta. All 


men are bettered by an enlargement of 
their horizon. Labor ia honorable, 
laborers should be 
thoughtful, 
and 


nothing more stimulates rigUt thinking 
in adult life, substituting defects o( 
early education, than the newspaper*. 
A paper that fulfills its misiion give« 
np ita news columns to a statement of 
•11 sidei of eyery question. It does not 
tench one class of men that they alone 
have rights and the rest of the world 
hare n*ne; but it enable* them to judge 
of the extent of their own rights, and to 
tolerantly approach the limit where th« 
rights ol others begin. Even if the 
newspapers uaca error, it is better that 
th* workingmen should know what it is 
in order to successfully combat it. 


There is no denying or disguising the 


fact that therefore, even in this con oiry, 
there has been a feeling that laborers 
were not to be looked to for philosoph- 
ical treatment of economic question*, 
and workingmen bate dona themselves 
infinite barm by seeming to accept thii 
unjust view of their own capacities. If 
orgnnized, they ImTe only been heard 
from in sporadic outbreak* as to the 
wages or the hours ol labor, and dema- 
gogues bay* interfered in a way to pre- 
vent a stabl*. permanent policy, which 
wonld so work aa to leave the interests 
of workingmen always in adjustment 
and remove the need of strikes, -violence 
and tontention. 


Whenever capita^ recognizes a stable 


policy by which it finds it profitable to 
divide the gains of good times and high 
pr-cen with labor by advancing wages, 
workiugmeu will cease to strike on a 
falling market, and as th»y have enjoyed 
a dividend of good piices in advanced 
wages, they will cheerfully abar* the 
loss of poor prices by a reduction in 
wages which they can stand, because, 
like other men, they will have put by 
savings upon which they can draw. 


This idea that workingmen eonnot be 


trusted to aid in a philosophical adjust- 
ment is ao erroneous as to excite the 
surprise of all thoughtful men. The 
science ol political economy was born, 
lik» th* Savior, amongst the lowly. 
Adam Smith, whoso " Origin of the 
Wealtb of Nations" was an emancipa- 
tion proclamation to labor in England, 
•was cradled in the hut of a Scotch 
laborer and born to toil. Cobden and 
John Brigot, who were the Paul and 
Peter of his gospel of labor, were both 
torn in the ranks of toil and trained to 
trades which they followed for day 
wages. 


In this country we look for the same 


class of statesmen to issue from amongst 
our laboring men. They must be those 
•who will not attach themselves to 
merely partisan politics, who will not 
follow feather-head chimeras, but who 
will secure the rights of labor by con- 
ceding the unquestionable lights of 
capital and by forbidding its encroach- 
menu. 


It is in the hope of the appearance of 


aneh representatives as this in Congress 
that we have watched with ao much in- 
terest the rise and progress of the 
Knights of Labor. The genius of our 
institutions rnns to tbe freest expression 
of individual action. We must, there- 
fore, have no policy of repression, yet 
the fact is that party oaganization and 
party spirit eere work a virtual repres- 
Cion of tbe voice of lab*- in public 
Councils. A lawyer or professional man 
Will rise in Congress to tell what labor 
wants, when labor's own voice should 
be th«r», to tell its own story. 


In Congress, ship-builders, railroad- 


builders, merchants, manufacturers and 
Actual laborers, skilled and unskilled, 
should meet on terms of equality, and 
tbe contention now rife in every mill 
and mine and (actor; should be trans- 
ferred to the legislntive focus, become 


settle it, until it is adjusted for every 
wage-worker in the whole country. 


It is idle to say that a mechanic who 


can lit down and draft tbe parts of a 
locomotive and supervise its construc- 
tion has not the trained intelligence to 
enlighten legislation in the interest of 
his class that shall also guard the rights 
of others. 


1I1CE CULTURE. 


Californians are agitating the question 


of cultivating rice in that State. Borne 
tea or twelve years ago au experiment 
was made on Grant Island in tbe Lower 
Sacramento river. The result was sat- 
isfactory, bat owing to tbe rise IB the 
price of wheat, no farther efforts were 
made. Tbe growing demand, with tbe 
tariff on imported rice, should encour- 
age further experiments. A correspond- 
ence to the Evening Bulletin Eays Cali- 
fornia piobably contains mere swamp 
or overflowed lands, suitable for rice 
culture, than is used for that purpose in 
all tbe South Atlantic and Gulf States. 
Thes<> lands are to be found in Kern, 
Tular, Fresno, Merced. Stanislaus, Sen 
Joaqnin, Sacramento, Yolo, Sutler and 
Colusa counties. These lands are not 
subject to overflow from sea-water, and 
there are no Summer rains nor equinoc- 
tial gales t» damage the crop while grow- 
ing. The only high waters that some- 
times cannot be restrained, are those of 
the Winter month* and occasionally 
spring freshets in May, and these by 
proper efforts could be confined to much 
smaller areas of land if rice culture were 
largely engaged in.
